McLarin is one of the wealthiest 
planters in Campbell county and the 
news of his tragic death was a shock. 
He was 47 years old and was related 
to several of the most prominent fami- 
lies in the state.

COURTS ARE ATTACKED 
BY PRESBYTERIANS 


Seattle, Wash. May 27.—‘“Courts 
seem too much engaged with legal 
forms and technicalities and not suffi- 
ciently concerned about the weighter 
matters of justice and mercy,” said 
the report of the committee on indus- 
trial conditions, considéred by the 
United Presbyterian Assembly here to- 
day. 

“There is a grave suspicion every- 
where voiced,” the report continued, 
“that corporate interests exert an un- 
wholesome influence over a consid- 
erable number of our courts and that 
they have displaye@ a pernicious ac- 
tivity in the ‘election and appointment 
of judges who would be in a larger 
measure amenable to their control.’

HAVE COVERED STATE 


La Follette Has Also Been 
Busy and Governor Wilson 
Has Made a Few Speeches. 
The Campaign the Most 
Spectacular New Jersey Has 
Ever Known. 


J.. May 27.—The New 
Jersey primary election tomorrow will 
bring practically to a close the spec- 
tacular campaigns for the presidential 
nomination that have resulted this 
year from the adoption by several 
states of presidential preference laws. 
The South Dakota primary is still in 
the future, but it is believegq the vot- 
ing in New. Jersey tomorrow will 
mark the end of the. personal appeal 
for primary votes that President Taft 
Roosevelt have voiced in 
parts of country. 

To Name 28 Delegates. 

This state will choose twenty-eight 
delegates to each national convention, 
four at large and two each from the 
twelve congre districts. Each 
district selects delegates, but 
the delegates-at-large are elected by 
the vote of the whole state. The pri- 
mary law also permits voters to ex- 
press a personal choice for presidential 
cand] but this preference vote 
has no direct bearing upon the divi- 
sion of delegates. 

Delegates to be voted for are pledg- 
Taft, Roosevelt or La Follette 
republican ballots, and on the 
ballots for Woodrow Wil- 
son or marked ‘“uninstructed.” The 
democratic fight has been _ only be~< 
tween Gov eppor Wilson and “his oppo- 
nents inside the state. The republican 
candidates found no state issues to aid 
them and have made their campaign 
largely un personal grounds. 

Governor Wilson's friends tonight: 
declared he would win the full state 
delegation with the possible exception 
of the members from Newark, the 
etronghold of Former United States 
Senator Smith, whose re-election the 
governor opposed. 

Colonel Roosevelt closed his cam- 
paign tour tonight, but the president 
will speak tomorrow right up to the 
hours of opening the polls. 

Taft and Roosevelt Busy. 

The president and Colonel Roosevelt 
have made more than fifty speeches 
each since they entered the state last 
Thursday. By train and -automobile 
they have covered New Jersey until 
hardly one of its 2,500,000 inhabitants 
has lacked a chance to see the candi- 
dates. Senator La Follette has beem 
in the state for the last five days and 
has made nearly a dozen speeches, 
Governor Wilson has spoken three 
times and issued one address .to 
the voters explaining why he did not 
cenuvass the state, and attacking his 
enemies. 

Although the democratic campaign 
has been mild in comparison with the 
rush of the republican workers, the 
result of the primary is considered of 
unusual importance, since it is ace 
knowledged that Governor Wilson's 
chances at Baltimore would receive a 
blow if failed to get at least a

ROOSEVELT DECLARES 
HE’S SAVING G. O. P. 


Hoboken, N. J., May 27—-The cam- 
paign into which Theodore Roosevelt 
plunged three months ago, when he 
announced his willingness to accept 
the republican presidential nomination, 
virtually came to an en dtonight. It 
ended with a booming welcome to the 
eolonel in Hoboken, with the glare of 
red fire and the eall of bugles as he 
made his way through streets lined 
with thousands who cheered him. It 
was the final rally in the New Jersey 
campaign. 

From now on Colonel Roosevelt will 
direct his attention to the marshall- 
ing of his forces for the battle to be 
waged in the Chicago convention. 

“This is the most remarkable end- 
ing to the most remarkable campaign 
I’ve ever taken part in,” said Colonel 
Roosevelt tonight after he had wit- 
nessed the demonstration in his honor 
in Hoboken. “I have been in politics 
for thirty-three years and I never 
before have felt such unadulterated 
satisfaction in any campaign as in this 
one.” 3 
Roosevelt Says He’s Saving G. O. P. 

Colonel Roosevelt's final appeal be- 
fore the primary election in this state 
tomorrow, was in reply to the asser- 
tion that he was disloya! to the repub- 
lican party. and was attempting to 
work its ruin. He said he would ap- 
peal, if necessary, rom the republican 
national committee to the people.

TAFT URGES NEGROES 
TO DEFEAT ROOSEVELT 


Atlantic City, M J., May 27.—With a 
speech to a crowd that filled Young’s 
pier back to the boardwalks, with an 
overflow on the walk itself, President 
Taft tonight practically closed his 
campaign for New Jersey’s 28 dele- 
gates to the republican national con- 
vention. For four hours tomorrow he 
will campaign on his way from the 
coast to the Delaware river. He will 
not make his last gpeech until one 
hour before the polls open, but his po- 
liticay advisers were of the opinion 
that with tonight's speech here-and hig 
busy trip down the coast today, the 
president had done his best to con- 
vince the New Jersey voters that he 
was worthy of their gupport tomorrow. 
Expressions from these advisers to- 
night were optimistic, and Mr. Taft 
himself apparently felt that his tour 
of the state had not been in vain. 

Great Crowd at Atlantic City. 
Atlantic City was the last stop Mr. 
Taft made on a day that began for him 
at 8 o’clock, and was crowded with 
speeches. Most of the president's au- 
diences were demonstrative and ap- 
parently interested in his remarks. In 
Atlantic City he received a roaring 
welcome from the throngs of persons 
on,the streets and on the boardwalk 
as he went to his hotel and later as 
he was taken to the plier where he 
spoke, 

There came near being serious trou- 
ble as the president crossed the board- 
walk to reach the pier where he spoke. 
Thougands erowded around the presi- 
dent, and it was with difficulty that 
the police prevented a panic. When 
Mr. Taft reached the stand in the cen- 
ter of the pier, he walked around in a 
circle so twat all of his audience might 
have a chance to hear some of his 
speech.

GEORGIA BOARD OF HEALTH 
ON PREVENTION OF TYPHOID 


The first of a series of health ar- 
ticles, issued by the Georgia State 
Board of Health and dealing with the 
prevention of typhoid fever, is as fol- 
lows: 7 

Practically every one of the many 
hundreds of deaths—no one knows 
how many, and the number may run 
into thousands—which-occur annually 
in Georgia from typhoid fever alone, 
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might be prevented through observ- 
ance of the common rules of sanita- 
tion and cleanliness, asserts the Geor- 
gia State Board of Health. How many 
more deaths, easily preventable, are 
added to this number yearly through 
dysentery and Kindred diseases, there 
are no records to disclose. In mor- 
tuary records and vital statistics Geor- 
gia is lamentably deficient. 

That eternal cleanliness is the price 
of health is the lesson the individual, 
the family everywhere must learn. 
Moreover, it must be the right Kind 
of cleaning; it does not answer sim- 
ply to gather up and burn the trash 
and garbage, for it is not so much in 
these the danger lies, as in the ex- 
cretions of the human body. These 
excretions must be rendered harmless 
and made powerless to distribute the 
germs of diesease with which they May 
be contaminated. And unless this is 
done the danger of disease contami- 
nation will be always present. 


Products of Filth. 


Typhoid, dysentery and like diseas- 
es are just as certainly products of 
filth and dirt as daylight follows sun- 
rise. Their germs breed in filth, in 
human excretions, and are communi- 
cated to wells and cisterns; they are 
gdarried by flies and other insects, 
taken into the system through con- 
taiminated drinking water, through 
milk that has become infected and 
even a person’s hands coming into 
contact with the germs, may convey 
them to the system through the} 
mouth. 

Typhoid fever develops 
is marked by loss of appetite, 
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fatigue upon slight exertion. 
Then fever develops acca@mnpanied of- 
ten by chilly sensations; the temper- 
ature gradually rises, going somee- 


ache, 


imes as high as 1056 degrees or more. 
In many cases there are no symptoms 
of bowel trouble: in severe forms, 
diarrhoea may come the. first week! 
and continue. Later small reddish | 
spots, resembling flea bites, appear 
on the abdomen and legs;. pneumo- 
nia may develop and bleeding from 
the bowels is an occasional symptom. 
Upon the first. . appearance of the 
symptoms a physician should be call- 
ed; careful nursing and a liquid diet 
until the physician permits otherwise, 
are imperative. 

Dysentery is of two Kinds, the amoe- 
bie or tropical, caused by drinking 
water containing a small single-celled 
organism called the “amoeba'’—a se- 
vere type of which may continue 
even years after being contracted 
through taking impure drinking wa- 
ter into the svstem; and then, the 
common kind which is communicated 
through impure water also, ahd, 
again, after the manner of typhoid 
fever. This disease is most common 
in the rural! districts where water 
supplies more easily become contam- 
inated. 

Cleanliness Essential. 

Cleanliness is the absolute, 
preventative of these diseases. By 
cleanliness the board of health means 
more particularly the proper removals 
and disposition of human excretions 
where they will be powerless to com- 
municate infection. First and fore- 
most, as pointed out in a former state- 
ment by the board of health, houses 
should be securely screened as to 
keep out flies, mosquitoes and all in- 
sects, The barnyard manuré pile 
should be screened that flies can- 
not make it their breeding place. Yard 
should be so constructed that 
cannot get into them; they 
Kept thoroughly clean at 
times and far removed from the 
well or the source of water supply. 
Lime should be freely used about all 
such places. Stable yard, pigpen and 
cow lot should be kept dry and clean. 
Garbage should be kept in tight cov- 
ered cans. Care must be taken to 
prevent any possible contamination 
of the well or cistern; every family 
should Know that its drinking water 
is pure. In making pveparations for 
milking, boil the water in the vessel! 
into which the milk igs to be 
pour it into another vessel and do not 
then .wash out the first bucket. Be- 
fore milking wash thoroughly the 
cow's udder with boiled water; 
typhoid gets into milk through the 
use of water that is contaminated. 
Have no stagnant or standing water 
about the house or premises. Carefu} 
and thorough observation of these 
common rules of sanitation will elim- 
inate probability of the presence of 
these diseases; it is the only thing 
that will do it, 

In the case of typhoid fever pa- 
tients extreme care must be taken 
to prevent communication of the dis- 
eases to other persons. Where possi- 
ble, typhoid fever patients should be 
completely isolated, attended only by 
those whose presence is necessary. 
excretions from patients should be 
thoroughly disinfected and removed 
far from springs or wells. All cloth- 
ing of whatever nature removed from 
the patient’s room and every thing in 
it should be subjected to complete 
fumigation. Only through such care 
can the communication of the disease 
to others be reduced to a minimum, if 
not made practically impossible. 

If every citizen would proceed upon 
the assumption that he might, possi- 
bly,. become the next victim of one 
of these diseases, Georgia could eas- 
ily be made so clean from a Sanitary 
standpoint that the state's death list 
unquestionably be cut down

Re-Application of Fertilizers. 

Editor. Constitution: The lateness of 
the season is likely to prove a great 
discouragement to many of our far- 
mers, but we think they should not 
overlook the fact that no section of 
the United States ig blessed with a 
longer period for the growth and ma- 
turity of farm crops than Georgia. It 
is possible to plant cotton in many 
sections of this state as late as the 
first of June, and in a favorable fall, 
secure a satisfactory yield. It is easily 
possible to plant early-maturing va- 
rieties of corn as late ag July 1. Cow- 
peas and some other legumes may be 
sown until the first of August. Mil- 
let can be sown for hay in the latc 
summer. Buckwheat may be seeded in 
August for soil enrichment. 

Of course, im planting crops as late 
as has been suggested, it. is important 
to use early maturing varieties, The 
Extra Early Black soy bean, the New 
Era, Warren's Extra Early, the Whip- 
poorwill cowpeas and German millet 
are good varieties to select. If no 
strains of corn which will mature in 
ninety to one hundred and twenty 
days are available itn your community, 
secure seed from the north. This is 
seldom advisable, but is often a judi- 
cious practice in a very late season. 

Remember that it will pay you to 
prepare the ground with the utmost 
care. It is better often to leave the 
crop unplanted than to put it in be- 
fore the ground jis in proper condition 
to receive it. Do not work the land 
when it is wet, It- will take five 
years to recover. We are likely to 
have dry spells after so much rain; 
therefore, thorough preparation ana 
careful fertilization is greatly to be 
desired. If your corn or cotton is al- 
ready planted, so much the better. 
Give it light shallow cultivation and 
work it every week it is possible. 
Even though you may have fertilized 
well, we believe this is a season when 
Side applications are in order and 
would suggest that you apply very 
‘soon from two to three hundred pounds 
of a formula rather high in nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash.

On very sandy soils apply 10 to 
12 per cent of phosphoric acid, 4 to 6 
per cent of nitrogen, and 5 to 6 per 
eent of potash. The nitrogen in a 
side application should be derived from 
two sources, a part of it quickly avail- 
able, as in nitrate of soda or sulphate 
of ammonia, and a part more slowly 
available as in blood, tankage or cot- 
ton seed meal. Where the land has 
been prepared with proper care, scat- 
ter the application ahead of the culti- 
vator and work into the soil to a depth 
of 2 to # inches. The high fertiliza- 
tion with nitrogen suggested will tend 
to stimulate a quick growth which is 
now very desirable. The phosphoric 
acid and potash will supply the other 
elements. 

The first side application should be 
made on corn and cotton relatively 
early in the season, and if a second is 
used, put it on about the 15th of 
June to the list of July for cotton, 
and for corn at least two weeks be- 
fore it bunches to tassel. There is a 
tendency sometimes witnessed to de- 
lay the use of a side application until 
the crop has developed too far to se- 
cure the largest amount of benefit 
from the fertilizer. Side applications 
should be made ordinarily about two 
weeks apart; sometimes a top dressing 
with nitrate of soda or other quickly 
available forms of nitrogen will be 
found advisable. Put it on relatively 


late growth at the expense of fruit. 
These. suggestions we believe are 
worthy of the earnest and careful con- 
sideration of every farmer. The col- 
tege will be glad to give information 
or advice free of cost concerning side 
applications or any other matters cal- 
culated to advance the interest of our

They scoured 
the woods around the school for blos- 
soming shrubs and trees, and Clem 
House, a 12-year-old boy, who knew 
how to trim and prune the trees, took 
charge of transplanting the wild ones 
to the school yard.

The most noticeable and beautiful 
feature of the yards is the long curv- 
ing hedges of dwarf crimson rambler 
roses which outline all the walks.

planting of jonquils, hyacinths, -nar- 
cissi and other flowers in season. Rel 
and green are the colors of the school, 
and the children are trying to make 
their yard carry out the colors—green 
lawns and shrub anqg crimson flowers 
being planted chiefly. 

There are other colors, however, -as 
they did not want to cut out many 
lovely flowers. 

Clematis vines and wistaria are 
planted about two pine trees in the 
yard, and later this will make a Very 
picturesque growth. Other. flowers 
which the children have planted are 
old-fashioneq pinks, violets, sweet 
peas, geraniums, roses, wWilq honey- 
suckle, and the deutzias, known and 
loved by the older generation. 

Many Kinds of Trees. 


In addition to the firs and cedars 
and similar plants, the yard contains 
req dogwood, crepe myrtle trees, flow- 
ering crab, lilacs, and a mimosa tree. 
There is also a smoke tree, holly 
trees, oaks and pines, the latter be- 
ing on the site when the school was 
built. 

There are also several hickorynut 
trees and a persimmon tree, and later 
the boys will plant pecan trees. Their 
work of improving the yard is just 
begun, declare the principal and the 
children. Hedges, new beds, attractive 
arbors and clusters of flowers are be- 
ing planned, ang in another year the 
yard will look like a magic garden. 

One of the most interesting things 
in the course of the garden work was 
the finding of many curios of the war 
between the states, and Indian relics, 
The Highland school is situated just 
in the line of the Dreastworks that 
were thrown up dypring the battle of 
Atlanta, and when the children Were 
digging and grading they came across 
many reminders of the battle. Rusted 
bayonet heads, large and. deadly-look- 
ing shells, explodeg and rusty, bullets 
and odds and ends; and even the but- 
ton from a soldier's uniform. They 
also foung flint arrow heads like those 
used by the Indians. 

These things form the nucleus of a 
museum in which the children are 
much interested.

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THE AUTO AND A DEATH-TRAP. 


As if to drive home a consecutive warning, two automobile- 
railroad accidents and.one automobile-trolley accident the past 
Sunday transpired in the news reports of yesterday, all reported 
from as many states. In two cases the machine had “gone dead” 
on railroad tracks and its occupants were hurled into eternity by 
an onrushing train. In the other the auto was glanced by a trolley, 
, with fatal results. } 

A percentage of Setenobiie casualties are, of course, unavoid- 
able, and we. must-reconcile ourselves to that fact. A new and 
tremendous force has been loosened on the public highway. Fatal1- 
ties will lessen as people become educated to the dangers as well 
as the joys of the automobile. 

Where it comes to railroad and trolley accidents, however, 
there is little or no excuse for the big ratio of killings and maimings 
that develop each year. The Constitution recently made editorial 
comment on the number ot persons killed while, inexcusably, tres- 
passing on a railroad right-of-way. A number of these were auto- 
mobilists. Where no route other than a grade crossing offers, it 
is incumbent upen,the motorist, in self-protection, to observe ex- 
treme caution. The logical solution is for the roads to eliminate 
these crossings, as far as possible. Where this is impractical, 
warnings tn bold letters and gates that shut automatically upon the 
‘approach of trains or watchmen should be provided. 

One may glibly discourse about “fate” and*“Providence” in 
such tragedies. But the majority of them are due to failure to 
take precaution, both on part of the railroad and of the autoist.

-After the finest 
specimens of the orchards have been sent to market in crates, there 
will be a-large balance of fruit fit for canning, or not quite up to 
the grade demanded by the high standard prevailing not only in the 
north, but equally in the home section. ®

Re-Application of Fertilizers. 

Editor Constitution: The lateness of 
the season is likely to prove a great 
discouragement to many of our far- 
mers, but we think they should not 
overlook the fact that no section of 
the United States igs blessed with a 
longer period for the growth and ma- 
turity of farm crops than Georgia. It 
is possible to plant cotton in many 
sections of this state as late as the 
first of June, and in a favorable fall, 
secure a satisfactory yield. It is easily 
possible to plant early-maturing va- 
rieties of corn as late ag July 1. Cow- 
peas and some other legumes may be 
sown until the first of August. Mil- 
let can be sown for hay in the late 
summer. Buckwheat may be seeded in 
August for soil enrichment. 

Of course, im planting crops as late 
as has been suggested, it is important 
to use early maturing varieties, The 
Extra Early Black soy bean, the New 
Era, Warren's Extra Early, the Whip- 
poorwill cowpeas and German miliet 
are good varieties to select. If no 
strains of corn which will mature in 
ninety to one hundred and twenty 
days are available itn your community, 
secure seed from the north. This !s 
seldom advisable, but is often a judi- 
cious practice in a very late season. 

Remember that it will pay you to 
prepare the ground with the utmost 
care. It is better often to leave the 
crop unplanted than to put it in be- 
fore the ground is in proper condition 
to receive it. Do not work the land 
when it is wet. It will take five 
years to recover. We are likely to 
have dry spells after so much rain; 
therefore, thorough preparation ana 
careful fertilization is greatly to be 
desired. If your corn or cotton is al- 
ready planted; so much the better. 
Give it light shallow cultivation and 
work it every week it is possible. 
Even though you may have fertilized 
well, we believe this is a season when 
side applications are in order and 
would suggest that you apply very 
soon from two to three hundred pounds 
of a formula rather high in nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash. : 

-For heavy clay lands we think an 
8—3—3 about right for cotton; for 
clay loam, a 9—3—4; for sandy’ soils, 


a 10—3.5—5. For corn of clay lands 
use a 9—3—4; on loamy soils, a 10—

i—4. On very sandy soils apply 10 to 
12 per cent of phosphoric acid, 4 to 5 
per cent of nitrogen, and 5 to 6 per 
cent of potash. The nitrogen in a 
side application should be derived from 
two sources, a part of it quickly avail- 
able, as in nitrate of soda or sulphate 
of ammonia, and a part more slowly 
available as in blood, tankage or cot- 
ton seed meal. Where the land has 
been prepared with proper care, scat- 
ter the application ahead of the culti- 
vator and work into the soil to a depth 
of 2 to 4° inches. The high fertiliza- 
tion with nitrogen suggested will tend 
to stimulate a quick growth which is 
now very desirable. The phosphoric 
acid and potash will supply the other 
elements. 

The first side application should be 
made on corn and cotton relatively 
early in the season, and if a second is 
used, put it on about the 15th of 
June to the lst of¢ July for cotton, 
and for corn at least two weeks be- 
fore it bunches to tassel. There is a 
tendency sometimes witnessed to de- 
lay the use of a side application until 
the crop has developed too far to se- 
cure the largest amount of benefit 
from the fertilizer. Side applications 
should be made ordinarily about two 
weeks apart; sometimes a top dressing 
with nitrate of soda or other quickly 
available forms of nitrogen will be 
found advisable. Put it on relatively 
early in the season so as not to stimu- | 
late growth at the expense of fruit. 

These. suggestions we believe are 
worthy of the earnest and careful con- 
sideration of every farmer. The col- 
lege will be glad to give information 
or advice free of cost concerning side 
applications or any other matters cal- 
culated to advance the interest of our 
farmers.

One faction stood forthe employment 
of an Atlanta engineer to pass upon 
the efficacy of the Forsyth garbage 
disposal plant, which has bee noffered 


to the city. 

Another faction insisted upon the 
employment of an outside engineer. 

‘T wouldn't give 5 cents for the 
opinion of any engineer in Atlanta,” 
said Dr. W. L. Gilbert, president of the 
board and leader of the faction favor- 
ing an outside engineer. 

In the end a committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Dr. W. L Gil- 
bert, chairman; G, H. Brandon and Lee 
Hagan, to select anengineer and rec- 


lommend him tothe board, after which 


the board will recommend him to the 
finance committee and th finance com- 
mittee will] recommend kim to council. 

The committee on the selection of an 
engineer bears instructions from the 
board to accept the 
Atlanta engineer as to whether he is 
capable of passing upon the efficacy of 
the Forsyth plant. 

The committee will also wire to sev- 

eral engineers of known experience 
with garbage reduction plants in dif- 
ferent parts of the country and learn 
from them what they . ill charge to 
come to Atlanta and pass upon the 
plant in question. 
The officials of the Forsyth com- 
pany will be required to deposit a 
guarantee fund of, $5,000. Out of this 
the engineer making the report will 
be paid in case his decision is adverse 
to the plant. If his opinion is unfa- 
vorable he will be paid by the city. 


CROOKS AND CONVICTS 
AS TAXICAB CHAUFFEURS 


New York, May 27.—The number of 
crooks and convicts working as chauf- 
feurs on taxicabs in the city has caus- 
ed the police department to organize 
a taxicab squad to put a check on the 
crimes of violence in which taxicabs 
play a part.

Then Bigelow was sued by the 
company in Massachusetts and the 
courts of that state laid down the far- 
reaching principle that the company, 
no longer controlled by its promoters, 
could rescind its contract to purchase 
the property from them, and make 
Bigelow account. Consequently Bige- 
low was directed to pay the company 
$2,100,000. 

Corporation lawyers are in a quan- 
dary tonight as to the law. The su- 
preme court in 1908 affirmed the 
New York decision, which held the 
company could not recover, while to- 
day it likewise affirmed the Massa- 
chusetts decision which allowed it to 
recover. 

The decision today dealt exclusively 
with the question whether the Massa- 
chusetts court was controlled by the 
New York decision under the full 
“faith and credit clause” of the con- 
stitution. The Massachusetts courts 
will be called upon to enforce the judg- 
ment.

VEOPLE OF CUBA PLEAED 
BY THE MESSAGE vt TAFT 


Havana, May 27.—The receipt of 
President Taft's message declaring 
that the naval concentration at Key 
West and the dispatch of gunboats 
to Cuban waters were merely pre- 
cautionary and in no Way indicative 
of intention to intervene, was a 
source of much gratification to the 
Cuban government. 

The impression is general that the 
removal of the fear of intervention 
will greatly strengthen popular 
support of the government. | 

President Gomez, replying to Pres- 
ident Taft, says: 

“IT am exceedingly grateful for 
your cablegram, which is appeasing 
to Cuban patriotism, because of the 
assurance that the action of the 
government, under your worthy 
presidency, is limited to the ob- 
servation of events, in order to be 
ready should it be necessary to pro- 
tect the lives and property of Amer- 
ican citizens, and morally to support 
the Cuban government without hav- 
ing to land American forces on our 
territory, unlesg both governments 
agree upon such an extreme neces- 
city.”

today replied to President Gomez’ 
telegram of yesterday regarding the 
attitude of the United States toward 
Cuba. He declared the American gov- 
ernment’s activities in mobilizing war 
vessels at Key West and dispatching 
the Prairie with marines to Guanta- 
namo was not in any sense an inter- 
vention move. 
President Taft’s Message. 

The following is the text of 
message: ° 

“IT am sincerely gratified to learn 
of your government's energetic meas- 
ures to put down disturbance and to 
know that you are confident of being 
successful As was fully explained to 
the Cuban charge d'affaires here, this 
government's motive in sending ships 
to Key West, just as sending the 
Prairie to the Guantanamo naval sta- 
tion, was merely to be able to act 
promptly in case it should unfortun- 
ately become necessary to protect 
American life and property by render- 
ing moral support or assistance to 
the Cuban government. As was made 
quite clear at the time these ordinary 
measures of precaution. were entirely 
disassociated from any question of in- 
tervention. WILLIAM H. TAFT.” 

The state department tonight em- 
phatically declared that the present 
Cuban situation in no sense made in- 
tervention necessary. No American 
troops, other than the marines already 
on their way to the island, were ex- 
pected to be ordered out, it was stated. 
It was shown that the fund available 
for the transportation of troops has 
run low, with the approach of the end 
of the fiscal year, and any attempt to 
move troops from posts in this country 
to Cuba would be costly.

BY COFFEE SUIT 


Ambassodar De Gama Talks 
Out at the Pan-American 
Banquet. 


New York, May 27.—The recent vis- 
it of Secretary of State Knox to ten 
of the Caribbean republics on a mis- 
sion of fraternal greetings from this 
country was pleasantly recognized by 
the Pan-American Society at its in- 
ternational banquet here tonight, 

The society had the secretary as 
guest of honor, and among the guests 
were the giplomatic representatives of 
no less than sixteen Central and South 
American countries. They listened at- 
tentively and accorded applause to 
the secretary's review of his “most 
gratifying mission,” his reiteration of 
the friendly policy of the United 
States and his suggestion for improve- 
ment in the mutual relations between 
the United States and her sister re- 
publics.

The Brazilian ambassador, who spoke 
directiy after Secretary - Knox, was 
greeted with cheers, but startled the 
assemblage with a strong protest at 
the action of the United States gov- 
ernment in recently seizing nearly a 
million bags of coffee belonging to 
the so-called Brazilian coffee trust, 
because of allegeq violation of the 
anti-trust laws.

GINNERS’ REPORT 
CAUSED DECLINE 


Cotton Closed Steady at Net 
Decline of From 20 to 23 
Points. 


New York, May 27.—The cotton mar- 
ket was more active and decidedly 
lower today on favorable private crvp 
accounts and liquidation by recent buy- 
ers, closing steady at a net decline 
of from 20 to 23 poihfts. 


The opening was easy at a decline 


of 9@10 points, owing to favorable 
Weather over Sunday and a favorable 
view of the official forecasts. Trad- 
ing was cOmparatively quiet at the 
Start, being restricted probably by the 
@bsence of Liverpool cables, owing to 
the holiday, and by uncertainty as to 
the showing of private crop accounts. 
Covering and support from trade 
sources checked the decline around the 
opening figures, and prices rallied to 
within 4 or 5 points of Saturday's clos- 
ing lev?! during the forenoon, but fol- 
lowing the publication of the National 
Ginners’' report there was a sharp 
break, under renewing liquidation and 
bear pressure. 

According to private wires the Na- 
tional Ginners’ Association made the 
condition. of the crop 79.4 per cent, 
@r only 2 per cent under the average 
of the official June figures for the 
past ten years, and while the report 
indicated a reduction of 7 per cent 
in acreage, it was evidently a more 
favorable crop indication than had 
been expected. At any rate, selling 
became quite general during the after- 
noon and the market closed within a 
point or two of the lowest. 

The condition figures of 79.4 by the 
National Ginners’ Association compare 
with 85.6 last vear and with 87.3, the 
government's report at the bDeginning 
of last season. 

Weather reports indicated scattering 
showers in the south over Sunday, 
which were more or less generally con- 
sidered beneficial, and the outlook for 
lower temperatures with further show- 
ers in the western belt was also con- 
sidered responsible for part of the ear- 
ly selling.

STOCKS ALMOST 
AT STANDSTILL 


Traders Awaiting Outcome of 
Events at the Federal 
Capital. 


_—— 


New York, May 27.—For the greater 
part of today’s stock market, session 
business was at a standstill and the 
list frequently without definite trend. 
Traders, and all others having any 
market interests, were plainly dis- 
posed to await the outcome of events 
at Washington, where the highest ju- 
dicial tribunal was again hoiding 
open court after a fortnight’s recess, 
before embarking upon new ventures. 
Additional exeuses for the day’s dull- 
ness and general uncertainty was 
found in the closing of all the im- 
portant exchanges abroad, where the 
Whitsuntide holidays were being ob- 
served. 

The political situation, in its gen- 
eral aSpects, appeared to awaken no 
fresh interest. The conservative ele- 
ment, which looks beyond the imme- 
diate future, paid vastly more atten- 
tion to crop prospects and the broad 
business outlook than to all else. Gen- 
uine improvement in. these respects 
was reflected in the reports submit- 
ted by western traffic managers, 
Which told of an increased demand 
for all kinds of merchandise and lib- 
eral buying by interior merchants. 
Furthermore, the building boom, 
which seems to have reached the 
Stage of reaction hereabouts, contin- 
ues unabated in the west, with result- 
ant neavy movements of iron and 
steel, as well as lumber and many 
Kindred. articles. Western bankers 
have lost none of their moderate 
optimism and the only deterrents to 
general prosperity in the west and 
southwest are the continued unsea- 
sonable weather and labor troubles, 
the latter centering largely around 
the freight handlers’ strike. Mone- 
tary conditions west of Chicago are 
unchanged, with the banks well loaned 
up and deposits lower. 

Heaviness of the coal shares may 
have been due, in a measure, to the 
action of the department of justice, 
which has ordered an inquiry into the 
recent increase in the price of coal. 

Wall street's interest in Cuban af-

Hon. T. B. Felder, who was indorsed 
by the Fifth district delegates Satur- 
day for one of the delegates-at-large 
to Baltimore, ang to whom Mr. Watson 
patently referred when he spoke of 
the Morse case, did not mince mat- 
ters in discussing the Watson card.

the city and has been the growth of 
twenty-eight years, during which time 
permanent buildings valued at $2,500,- 
000 have been built, mainly from the 
proceeds of the annual exhibits, which 
have amounted to from $50,000 to $75,- 
000 per annum. At Dallas the annual 
exhibit earneg a profit of $60,000 to 
$100,000, which was put into perma- 
nent improvements. 

S. B. Turman and Shelby Smith dis- 
cussed the matter from the standpoint 
of the county and promised the cordial 


co-operation of the county commis-. 


sioners. Mr. Turman showed the ac- 
cessibility of the grounds by street 
cars and their fitness for the exhibit. 
He showed also that the financial plan 
was sound. 

At the conclusion of the discussion, 
Mayor Winn moveg that the chair ap- 
point a committee of three, composed 
of one representative of the city, one 
from the county and one from the 
chamber of commerce, to frame a plan 
for financing the exposition and report 
back to this joint committee. This 
motion was unanimously carried. 

Ask for Lakewood, 

Mr. Chambers then offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Resolved, That this joint committee

Permanent Buildings. * 

One of the most interesting features 
of the discussion was the idea sug- 
gesteqd by Mr. Chambers that the prep- 
aration .and development. of the 
grounds for the proposed exposition 
not only would not injure the proper- 
ty as a park, but it would really de- 
velop it as one of the most beautiful 
spots in America. It is proposed that 
some of the buildings shall be sulit- 
able for such purposes as art exhibits 
and museums of natural history and 
life objects. The committee contem- 
plates nothing but permanent struc- 
tures, and it is proposeq to have the 
grounds laid off by a competent land- 
scape architect, with beautiful drive- 
ways and all the scenic effect of which 
its varied topography is capable.

Born a slave, commencing life in a 
community enfeebled by four years of 
handicapped by lack of training 
Herndon has achieved 
in the last forty years a success that 
is remarkable in the annals of the 
south, and has placed himself at the 
heaqg of his race in this city, in a 
financial way and in all matters of 
progress. 

Steadily Mounts in World, 

He numbers his friends among the 
white people of the city by the score, 
For many years proprietor of the lead- 
ing barber shop on Peachtree street, 
he had for his customers the men who 
have made history, governors, con- 
@ressmen, financiers, all of whom liked 
and respected him. Since going into 
the insurance and banking business he 
has steadily mounteg in the world, un- 
til now, still far from being an old 
man, he has accumulated a comfortable 
fortune, built a home that vies in 
beauty with many show places of the 
south, and is a force and power for 
good among his people. 

Herndon was born in Walton coun- 
ty, near Social Circle, and took his 
name from the white family that own- 
ed his parents, He was only about 
10 years old when set free by tne close 
of the civil war. 
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At that time he removed fo Jones- 
ville, where he grew into early man- 
hood, ang it was here that he first 
practiced his trade. He owned a small 
barber shop, and by thrift and indus- 
try accumulateq money. In 1882 he 
came to Atlanta. 

Lays Foundation of Fortune. 

It was then that he established the 
“Herndon’s” shop that has been a part 
of the city for so many years. By 
successful management and his high 
self-respect he won the aiq and friend- 
ship of jeading white people, and be- 
gan to lay the foundations for the 
fortune which he has accumulated. 
He was manager of the shop at 66 
Peachtree street until a few years ago, 
when he relinquished that, though still 
retaining his interest in it, to become 
president of the Atlanta Mutual In- 
surance Association, which does a 
prosperous business among the negroes 
of the state. 

When he came to build his home, 
near the Atlanta University, it Is said 
Herndon consulteq no one but, taking 
the ideas that he likeq best, embodied 
them in a house that is excellent in 
taste and proportion. It is built of 
brick, with a white column entrance, 
and broad piazzas on each side. The 
yard is beautifully. kept and is sur- 
roundeg by a substantial stone wall. 

“Tl designed it and built it myself,” 
Herndon says, When you ask him 
about it. 

Accompanying him to New York 
Monday was his 15-year-old son by a 
former marriage, who will make the 
trip abroad with his father. They will

TO CANNED PRODUCTS 


Washington, May 27.—The addition 
of water to canned products: will be 
adulteration in future, ex- 
cept in those cases where a certain 
amount of water is required for the 
proper proportion or for the steriliza- 
tion of the product, according to a 
pure-food decision signed today by 
Secretary Wilson, the department 
of agriculture. 

“The can in canned food products 
serves not only as a container, but 
also as an index of the quantity of 
food there,’ the decision § Says. “It 
should be as full of food as is prac- 
ticable for packing and _ processing 
without injuring the quality or appear. 
ance of the contents. Some food 
products may “be canned without the 
addition of any other substances what- 
ever—for example, tomatoes. The ad- 
dition of water in such instances is 
deemed adulteration.” ,
